change set the price posted and the rules 
are very strict as to that 


Why, therefore, should petroleum be an 
exception? If there are no sales on the 
Produce Exchange of petroleum there is 
no necessity for the Exchange quoting any 
price. 

Why, then, should the Exchange quote a 
price and lead the public to believe that 
there are sales and that the price is honestly 
representative of export conditions? 


It has been just such actions as this on 
the Exchange that have brought the ani- 
mosity of the people to anti-excHNange legis- 
lation, and it is just such arrogant refusal 
on the part of such committees as the Pe- 
troleum Committee of the Produce Ex- 
change to recognize fair dealing with the 
public, that will bring more drastic legisla- 
tion upon the various exchanges and boards

The 
oil companies in the storm and flood dis- 
tricts escaped with but little damage, save 
in a few exceptions, and the chief of these 
is The National Refining Co.’s refinery at 
Marietta, which was completely submerged 
by the overflow from the Ohio River. Its 
tanks, buildings and big stocks of oil were 
washed away. Owing to the continued high 
water at Marietta, no detailed reports have 
vet been received by The National Refining 
Co.'s general office in Cleveland, as to the 
exact loss

At Dayton, Ohio, where the flood 
was the most severe, the plant of the Ger- 
kins Oil Co., independent jobbers, was sub- 
merged under seven feet of water, but de- 
spite this, the loss was comparatively small 
Kk. E. Gerkins, president of the company, 
in speaking of the flood reports: 


Wall Saved Tanks; 
Skimmed Oil Off Water. 

“Dayton was certainly hard hit. Our 
plant was submerged under seven feet or 
more of water, and our principal loss was 
caused by the floating of our storage tanks 
containing gasoline and kerosene. Owing 
to the fact that our tanks were surrounded 
by a concrete wall we were able to save 
a considerable amount by skimming both 
gasoline and kerosene from the top of the 
water. This proved a very valuable aid in 
keeping the many hundreds of motor cars 
running in service for relief. 

“At this writing we are unable to stat: 
as to just about what our losses were, but 
we are confident that they will be very 
small. \ 

“Our lubricating oil both in tanks and 
barrels was not damaged in the least, which 
was extremely fortunate for us, owing to 
the fact that we were enabled to assist the 
lighting company, water works, and Th: 
National Cash Register Company in start- 
ing their plants. 

“T learn that the Standard Oil Company 
suffered to a considerable extent, and it 
Was not until several days after the flood 
had subsided that they were able to reach 
their plant at all. 

“The most wonderful relief work in the 
history of any calamity of similar nature 
was done by John H. Patterson, president 
of The National Cash Register Co., who, at 
the very start of the flood dispatched his 
buyers by motor cars in all directions from 
Dayton to buy up supplies of all natures 

“A special train was started from New 
York City the very next day after the flood 
with medical supplies, provisions, clothing 
and many other things that no one other 
than his organization would think of. An- 
other train load was started from Detroit

Investigators Find New Motor Spirit Method 
Closely Resembles One Patented 235 Years Ago 


. Has Standard Oil followed its old meth- 
ds and appropriated to its own use and 
patented as its own discovery, a twenty- 
three year old process of making what the 
Standard now calls “Motor Spirits”: 

For answer to that question men of 
cience promptly turn to page 345 of Volume 
1 of Sir Boverton Redwood’s work on “Pe- 
troleum and Its Products,” and also to U 
S. Patent No. 426,173, dated April 22, 1890, 
issued to James Dewar, Cambridge, 

England, and Boverton Redwood, of Lon- 

don, England 

On the page mentioned is the description 
process of refining and condensing un- 


ler pressure, the same process as Redwood 


( 
and Dewar patented not only in this coun- 
try, but in foreign countries, the earliest 
patent being in England, June 24, 1889 

Che patent papers issued to Dewar and 
Redwood say 

“Our invention relates to suitable appara- 
us tor the method of conducting the distil- 
lation in such a manner that we get the 
benefit of regular vaporization and conden- 
sation under high pressure.” 

The patent papers issued, January 7 of 
this year, to William M. Burton, chief 
chemist of the S. O. of Indiana, who claims 
credit for the “discovery” of “motor spir- 


its, Say 





“By maintaining back-pressure on _ said 
liquid of the vapors arising therefrom by 
distillation : and also maintaining the 
vapors themselves under pressure through- 
out their course from the still through the 
condenser and while undergoing condensa- 
tion.” 

Mr. Burton later specifies in his papers 
that this “back-pressure” is from 4 to about 
5 atmospheres, which is from 60 to 75 
pounds; and that he distills the new product 


at from 650 degrees to about 850 degrees |] 
ALSO PATENTS ASPHALT. 


The Dewar-Redwood patent was quite 
broad and general as regards the character 
of the liquids distilled and resulting from 
the distillation, while the Burton patent re 
fers only to distilling liquids having a boil- 
ing of 500 degrees or upward, and for the 
specific purpose of obtaining the low boil- 
ing fractions of the same hydro-carbon 
series. In a second patent, issued March 11 
of this year, Mr. Burton seeks to protect 
the use of his process for making asphalt 
of the same character as that of Trinidad or 
Bermuda. He re-runs the distillate, after 
taking off the “motor spirits,” in substan- 
tially the same kind of a still except that a 
pressure of only 15 pounds is maintained 


on the still alone, and an inert gas, such as 


steam or carbon dioxide, is introduced in 
the still to prevent further “cracking.” 

The Dewar-Redwood patent was obtained 
at a time when burning oil was the chief 
product wanted. It covered most any bi- 
tuminous product, shale or natural petro- 
leum and was for the purpose of getting 
lamp oils and any other light oils desired. 
The patent letters say that the pressure and 
heat may be regulated at will, but they re- 
ier to “high” and “considerable” pressure. 
Dewar-Redwood also used in the still aur, 
carbonic acid gas (carbon dioxide), “or 
other gas that cannot act chemically on the 
matter treated.” 

Dewar and Redwood had a little differ- 
ently constructed still, one that had flues 
all around the still, so that in order to have 
convenient access to gauge and _ safety 
valves they constructed what they called a 
still-head or small still outside the brick 
work, whereas Mr. Burton uses an ordinary 
still with the fire-box underneath and flue 
running past the back end only, and not up 
around the sides and over the top. It is not 
the construction in and of itself that Bur- 
ton patented, but distilling and condensing 
fuel oil for gasoline and asphalt (the resid- 
uum) under pressure which men of science 
point out is exactly the thing patented by 
Dewar and Redwood.

and analytical work therein relating to the 
manufacture of products from petroleum.

“I called upon a governor at the time he 
was changing his law, asking if he could not 
change the inspection to five cents, and he 
said that the other party was there for the 
purpose of making a showing and needed this 
money. I cited to him the unjustness of this 
after we had paid all taxes that the other 
merchants pay. He advised me that he would 
be perfectly willing to recommend to the next 
legislature a cut of five cents provided that 
our sister states would do likewise; so it is 
simply up to us to visit each one of the states 
in working out this uniform inspection law as 
well as a five-cent fee 

“With a local organization we can keep close 
tab on these things and in that way get the 
greatest of efficiency by co-operation with other 
units through the national organization of job- 
bers. Local units permit more frequent meet- 
ings and the more expeditious handling of local 
questions.”

TO RAISE PRICES 


Anti-Discrimination Law Made 
Basis For Increased Prices

Standard Oil is trying to hand a boome 
rang to the State of New Jersey, and President 
Woodrow Wilson, who, while governor of 
that erstwhile home of Standard Oil, caused 
the enactment of the anti-discrimination law, 
among other anti-trust statutes.

We are publishing 
this explanation in order that our customers 
may understand the necessity of prices involv- 
ing decimal fractions of a cent.” 

The New Jersey anti-discrimination law was 
enacted only after a hard fight by former 
Governor Wilson, and it was one of the last 
measures he signed before moving to Wash 
ington. The law contains the qualification, 
found in the anti-discrimination statute in all 
states, that the price cutting or difference in 
prices between localities must be for the pur 
pose of destroying competition in order to be 
illegal, or as the New Jersey statute puts it, 
“If the effect or intent thereof is to establish 
or maintain a virtual monopoly, hindering com 
petition, or restriction of trade.” 

The price-raising action of the Standard 
was condemned by Governor Fiedler, wh 
succeeded Mr. Wilson, in the following words 

“Just so long as the Standard Oil Co. is al 
lowed to monopolize the business it will 1 
able to boost its prices, and it will eventual! 
boost the price so high that there will be com 
petition. That will surely be the result. The: 
the price will come down.”

The American Naval Stores Company, the 
father of the law which is in effect in most 
states that requires the branding of a tur- 
pentine substitute bearing a name that is a 
derivative of turpentine, as “adulterated tur 
pentine’” whether it contains any turpentine 
or not, has come to financial grief.

Whether the switch to the creditors is a move 
to beat the government, or is actually forced 
by financial conditions, does not definitely ap- 
pear by the statements of assets and liabilities 
so far issued. Officers of the company main 
tain that assets will exceed liabilities by some 
$5,000,000 and they say the move was made 
necessary in veiw of the approaching turpen- 
tine season and their knowledge that they 
could not get enough money in view of the 
government’s prosecution (of course) to see 
it through. 

But whatever is the cause of the company’s 
condition, one fact stands out and that is the 


Over-reach 


strong arm tactics of the company in its sales 
campaign against turpentine’s chief competitor, 
a mineral oil substitute, failed of their pur 
pose very largely. There is no question but 
that the company profited greatly by its legis- 
lative-sales campaign at the start, for prac 
tically all of the oil companies were using as 
brands, duly registered at Washington, words 
that were derivatives of turpentine. This us¢ 
of derivatives is entirely justified and it does 
not mean “adulteration” or “fraud” as_ the 
\merican Naval Stores Company's representa 
tives maintained. We appreciate that there 
has been actual fraud and adulteration, for the 
world is not yet perfect, but the American 
Naval Stores Company very evidently was not 
after “adulteration,” but after a 
competitor that was getting the business, a 


“fraud” nor 


competitor that was endorsed by many of the 
country’s foremost paint experts as not only 
as good as turpentine in many uses, but for 
some paints and their use better; a competi- 
tor that had the advantage in first cost by a 
wide margin; a competitor put out by success 
ful and aggressive salesmen. 
RAISED “FRAUD” CRY. 

Being unable to beat the oil trade at the 

straight selling game, the naval stores outfit. 


for the above purpose evidently, raised the 
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ery of “fraud” and invoked state aid. Gen- 
erally these bills were forced through before 
the oil trade knew of them, if they were not 
the naval stores folk so filled the air with 
their cries of fraud that in those early days 
of turpentine substitute it was impossible to 
correct legislators’ first impressions. 

The oil trade did not defend adulteration; 
it was as much opposed to it as the naval 
stores people, but the oil trade did object 
to being required by statute to perpetrate an- 
other fraud upon the public; one which in 
jured their own business and forced it in many 
cases to drop well established trade names; 
the fraud of being forced to brand anything 
that bore a name that was derivative of the 
word turpentine as “ADULTERATED SPIR 
ITS OF TURPENTINE,” when it was a 
straight petroleum product, offered as such, 
and bought as such and used as such. 

If the naval stores people were just after 
fraud the oil trade could have quickly met 
them ofi common ground, but that would have 
left the oil trade the use of those names 
that suggested the use of their product and 
the successful sales campaign would have con- 
tinued uninterrupted. But what the naval 
stores people evidently wanted was to hamper 
those sales as much as possible by placing on 
the product the stigma of the word “Adul 
terated.” 

Therefore it is interesting to consider the 
question of whether the naval stores company 
fell through the seeming fraud in their own 


game.

Fear Variable Condition 
Will Prove Too Serious. 


Dr. P. H. Conradson, Chief Chemist, Sa 
lina Signal Oil Co., Franklin Pa While | 
have taken more time with my talk than I 
expected, in conclusion of my remarks I will 
give you one or two illustrations of how difh 
cult it is to specify even for oils for the 
same purpose. As an illustration we may take 
turbine oil. We have two large power houses 
doing practically the same kind of work using 


horizontal turbines, one of the old type, using 


air, heat and moisture, as they are in power 


houses whether used with reciprocating e1 


gines or steam turbines, and have obtaine 
some very interesting as well as unexpected 
results. Briefly, some metals such as brass, 


galvanized iron, and copper under conditions 


such as are often used in oil circulating sys 
tems, in cooling coils, screens, oil pipes, et 
have a very deleterious effect on the useful 
life of the oils. This is merely one more 
point of the many tactors we have to cor 
sider in preparing specifications for lubricat 
ing oils 

Irom these remarks, you will readily ap 
preciate that to prepare or make specifications 
and make laboratory tests of lubricants of 
real practical value, not only to the consumer 
but also to the manufacturer, involves con 
siderable technical and practical knowledge 
and experience, besides full and complete lab- 
oratory equipment, and opportunity to study 
the lubricants’ behavior in actual service; and 


the chemists or engineers who are called upon 


to give a qualified opinion as to the relative, 


temperature determines its voscosity, whil 
with another make the result is multiplied by 
two. Yet, if we go to the customer and say 
we have no oil of a certain viscosity, and he 
says John Smith has one of so much, and 
does not say what kind of a machine or what 
temperature John Smith uses, it is not in- 
telligent. Those things have a decided bear 
ing on the question 

We have on the Monongahela river condi- 
tions that are not the same as on the Alle 
gheny The Allegheny river water contains 
little acid, the Monongahela river is full of acids, 
especially in the summertime when the river 
is low. It is one of the most difficult things 
an oil man has to do, to get a cylinder oil that 
will meet those conditions. If a boiler com 
pound is used to soften the water it is neces 
sary to change the compound of the cylinder 
oil, for an oil that will do good work with 
Allegheny river water may not get results 
with Monongahela river water, especially if 
hoiler compounds are used to any consider- 
able extent.
